To the inhabitants of the Town of Northumberland qualified to vote in town 
affairs: 
You are hereby notified to meet at Precinct Hall, in said town, 
on the second Tuesday of March, next, at nine of the clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose by ballot and major vote a moderator for the. en- 
suing year. 


2. To choose by ballot and major vote a Town Clerk for the 


ensuing year. 

3. To choose by ballot and major vote three Selectmen, one 
or more Road Agents, and other necessary town officers, agents, and 
auditors for the ensuing year, also two delegates to the Constitu- 
tional Convention to be holden at Concord on the first Wednesday of 
June, 1912, for the purpose of revising the constitution of the state 
of New Hampshire. 


4. To choose one Library Trustee for the ensuing three years. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for the 
support of the town poor, to pay town officers, and all other neces- 
sary expenses arising within the town. 

6. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise to pay 
town sewer notes and water bonds, including interest on same.

7. Tosee what sum of money the town will vote to raise for 
building and repairing highways and bridges, including money for 
permanent improvements, in accordance with the provisions of Chap- 
ter 35, Laws 1905. 

8. To see if the town will vote to extend the sewer system on 
tumberland street, also street leadmg from Royston’s corner to. 
Groveton Heights, and provide money for same, 
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9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for the 
repair and care of sewers. 

10. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for 
the extension of sidewalks and repair of same. 

11. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for 
the support of the public ibrary above the amount required by law. 


12. To see what sum of money the fown will vote to raise for 


the observance of Memorial Day. 

13. To see if the town will vote to employ a regular police officer 
for the ensuing year. 

14. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise for 
improvements at the town cemetery. 

15. To see if the town will vote to appoint a trustee or trustees 
to hold and expend money left for the permanent keeping of the lots 
at the town cemetery. 

16. To see if the town will vote to continue the curfew law dur- 
ing the ensuing year. 

17. ‘To see if the town will vote to appoint a liquor agent. 

18. To see if the town will vote to furnish free of charge to the 
Lyndonville Creamery Association all water necessary for creamery 
purposes, excepting water used for power, for a term of ten years be- 
ginning May Ist, 1912, providing said association equips and main- 
tains a creamery in the village of Groveton. 

19. To transact any other business that may legally come be- 


fore said meeting.
